The heat which dr st Toyed the wal­ 
nuts early in the slimmer, xviii reduce 
the crop about half. 
A peculiar thing 
about the crop is that some orchards 
suffered very little damage from t h ' 
heat while others, only a short d !i-- 
tance away, were badly hurt.

S tates—to rally to the colors, w heth­ 
er they he the Union Jack or the Slurs 
and S tr ip s .” 
Those epigram s and otiiers equally 
terse w ere voiced by M ajor C. S. M an­ 
chester. chief of the Pacific Coast Di­ 
vision of the B ritish Recruiting Mis­ 
sion. just after his return to duty to­ 
day. 
They were inspired by his first 
learning of the Senate's adoption of 
the Cham berlain resolution to draft 
eligible aliens into the United S tates 
army. 
“ My approval of the m easure,”

explained, “is not solely due to the 
fact th at its enactm ent would aid our 
mission and increase the allies’ fight­ 
ing force.

Yet we know that

the central powers of Europe: 
T ur­ 
key, A ustria and Germ any. 
"One of our real and present dan- 
gt nj comes from paid and system atic 
propaganda prom ulgated and financed 
from the w ar office in Germ any, by 
which it is being endeavored to cre­ 
ate in our own country opiiosition to 
the iKJlicy of our governm ent 
It is 
this effort by our enem ies that causes 
us to hear such expressions as: 
‘We 
ought to keep our m en and our sup­ 
plies a t home, unless w e are actually 
invaded,' and we ought Rot to attem pt 
in any way to interfere with the gov­ 
ernm ent of G erm any.’ 
Such expres­ 
sions are designed to create sentim ent 
which will aid our enem ies. They are 
not only unpatriotic, but treasonable. 
“We are juet as actively engaged in 
a w ar of defense, as if 
our 
country 
were invaded, for our enem y has sent 
his paid spies 
and 
secret 
agcuits 
among us; he has caused our factories 
to be burned and destroyed; has en­ 
deavored to embroil tis with neighbor­ 
ing nations; has ruthlessly destroyed 
our vessels and the lives of our coun­ 
trym en, and has finally draw n a dead­ 
line in the middle of 
tile 
A tlantic 
Ocean and told us th at we m ust not 
crcBs th at line. 
“We have no desire or intention to 
dictate the form of governm ent which 
the Germ an people shall have, but we 
m ust insist upon th eir governm ent, 
w hatever form it 
has, 
being 
one 
which recognizes that th ere is honor 
among nations, and th a t a nation is 
bound by its treaties ju st as an indi­ 
vidual is bound by his contract, and 
th at the rights of other nations and 
peoples must be recognized and pro­ 
tected. 
“It is our duty as patriotic, loyal 
citizens by our every word and aet to 
loyally support the activities of our 
governm ent in this war.

about two weeks ahead of last year. 
when the rains the last days of Sep­ 
tember and first week in October did 
immense damage and started the bean 
market soaring.

chalice of loss from rain this year is 
less, due to earlier cutting. 
Although the lima bean crop 
for 
1917 will bring the growers twice the 
usual return, the crop itself will be 
IO to 15 per cent short of lust year’s 
crop. 
The increased return will 
be 
due to the high price, 
the 
m arket 
having passed ll cents a pound to the 
grower this year. 
In years past the 
grower who netted over 5 
cents 
a 
pound for his limas considered him­ 
self very lucky. 
Ventura county is the center of the 
lima bean industry and 70 per cent of 
the limas of the country are grown 
in that county. 
Bean 
farming has 
been extended into Santa Barbara and
